The last time union employees 
with the Crawford County Sheriff 
Department received a pay raise 
was January 1, 1998. The group 
inctudes command officers, 
deputics and corrections officers. 
Their last contract ended December 
31, 1998. 

After nearly four years of negoti- 
ations which appeared to be headed 
for arbitration at times, the County 
finalized a six year and nine month 
contract on December 21, 2001 with 
members of the Police Officers 
Assoctation of Michigan and the 
Command Officers Association of 
Michigan. The new contract expires 
September 30, 2005. 

The new contract is retroactive to 
January |, 1999 and the length was 
chosen to coincide with the 
County's budget year. 

“Many issues were brought to the 
table by both sides and agreed to 
initially, including wage increases,” 
said Sheriff David Lovely. “But, it 
was always the intention of the 
Couiily to alleviate acquiring long- 
term debt from the cost of post- 
retirement health care,”

At least 10 incidents of larceny 
and attempted larceny from vehi- 
cles, residents and one business 
were reported to the Crawford 
County Sheriff Department on 
January 10. The crimes were com- 
mitted primarily in neighborhoods 
located in the M-72/M-93 area. 

According to Undersheriff Kirk 
Wakefield, most of the items stolen 
were taken from uniocked vehicles. 
“Whoever is doing this is just going 
around flipping door handles to see 
what’s unlocked and then taking 
whatever they can grab from 
inside,” he said. 

Items taken include loose 
change, cellular phones, CDs and 
cassette tapes, CD players, stereo 
equipment and speakers, and a fully 
loaded clip for an unspecified 
firearm. Wakefield compared the 
crimes to those experienced in the 
city of Grayling just before 
Christmas, 

Also that day were reports of tire 
slashings in other arcas of Grayling 
Township, but it is not known if the 
crimes are related. On January 7, 
two Grayling Township residents 
reported medication was stolen 
from their homes. 

The Undersheriff said his depart- 
ment has not charged any suspects 
with the crimes, but the investiga- 
tion continues to nab the culprits.

The sentencing phase in the 
! trial of Michael ‘Tironi came to a 
| halt last week when the Kalkaska 
County Prosecutor asked the 


two men who claim to have fallen 
victim to the defendant in. their 
younger years. 

Tironi, 40, was found guilty by 
| a Kalkaska jury on November 29, 
' 2001 of 2nd Degree Criminal 
| Sexual Conduct and furnishing 
| alcohol to minors stemming from 
a July, 2000 incident at his home 
near the  Kalkaska/Crawford 
County lines involving a then 18- 
year old Roscommon man. 

Prosecutor Brian Donnelly said 
he was ready January 8 to bring 
the men forward in court, but 
defense attorney Patrick Fragel 
argued against it. The Honorable 
Judge Dennis Murphy, of the 46th 
Circuit Trial Court, adjourned 
sentencing to consider allowing 
the testimony to be heard. 

Donnelly has made a concerted 
effort to reach oul to other alleged 
victims of “Sironi’s sexual misbe- 
| havior” and so far, (wo men have 
| come forward. Donnelly said 
both made agreements with

court to consider the testimony of 


Tironi ‘in the past to keep quiet 
about the incidents and allegedly 
received payments for their 
silence. 

The Prosecutor said he believes 
the agreements are “void and 
unenforceable” because they are 
agreements to keep quiet about 
criminal activity. He said he 
hopes Judge Murphy will agree 
and allow the witness testimony. 
Donnelly said testimony showing 
a pattern of habitual misconduct 
may give Murphy incentive to 
hand down a tougher sentence. 

Neither the name of the victim 
who brought the original com- 
plaint against Tironi to the 
Kalkaska County Sheriff 
Department, nor the names of the 
(wo witnesses and where they 
reside will be released in the 
Avalanche due to the nature of the 
case.

Rosine. “Naming the entire corri- 
dor with one designation makes 
things much simpler.” 

Starting in the spring, crews will 
begin replacing all US-27 signs 
north of Lansing to where it meets 
with I-75 near Grayling, and along 
the business routes. All signs are 
expected to be converted to US-127 
by this fall. 

Replacement of the signs will 
have minimal impact on motorists.

retirement package of which they 
must contribute at least 1.5% of 
their wages. No post-retirement 
healthcare will be offered to those 
hired after October 1, 2001, 

Shortly after the contract was 
signed and just a few days before 
Christmas, those falling under the 
new contract received retroactive 
pay back to January 1, 2000. 
Checks were issued tn amounts 
ranging from just over $1,000 to 
about $11,500 each. The employees 


sacrificed the back pay they could 
have received for 1999. In total, the 
retroactive pay came lo 
$258,552.62. 

Tom Coors and Rich Meyer repre- 
sented the union employees during 
the years-long negotiations with the 
County Commissioners, — with 
Personnel & Labor Chair Shelley 
Pinkelman playing a major role.

Much of the money problem can be traced to the 
national economy, which is mirrored in most states, 
including Michigan. 

“T think everyone knows that during the good times 
we all share in the joy and during the bad times we all 
share in the pain,” commented State Sen, John Schwarz. 
of Battle Creck, “These are the bad times.”

ONE PLACE WHERE the money pinch will not be 
felt is the pocketbooks of members of the legislature. 
House and scnate members received a 36 percent pay 
raise in 2001, and another 2.9 percent in 2002. 

That boosts their pay to $79,650 a year, second high- 
est in the nation, trailing only California at $99,000 and

These pay levels were ordered a year ago by the con- 
stitutional State Officers Compensation Commission 
(SOCC), which sets pay levels for legislators, the gov- 
ernor and licutenant governor, and supreme court jus- 
tices. What the SOCC orders is law, unless rejected by 
both chambers of the legislature. 

Last year the state house voted to turn down the rais- 
cs, but the senate refused to vote on the question and the 
new salary levels automatically became law,

RESENTMENT LINGERS around the state about 
how the legislature handled the pay raise. By not reject- 
ing it, they accepted it, 

Voter resentment may not be fell at the polls this year, 
however, because most of the senators who sat silent 
permitting their pay (o increase -- and thus their retire- 
ment benefils also to rise -- must leave the senate 
because of term limits. 

Meanwhile, the Michigan Civil Service Commission 
approved much more reasonable pay increases for the 
state’s 65,000 civil service workers -- two percent next 
October, three percent in another year, and four percent 


Civil Service also suggested higher pay for depart- 
ment heads and other top state employees by at least 
three percent, and up to LO percent based on merit. 

Michigan taxpayers should remain alert on the payroll 
front. The SOCC meets again next fall for its semi- 
anual look at pay for legislators, governor, lieutenant 
governor and justices. 

Rarely does SOCC meet without ordering higher pay, 
and never have pay reductions been ordered. 

Maybe 2002 will be a good time to reverse the tradi- 
tion.

Where does the water go? 


It can be difficult, in the middle of 


winter’s freezing cold temperatures, 
to think about the time when those 
large piles of snow, piles that took 
months to build, suddenly melt 
away. Along with the banishment of 
wool clothes to the closet and the 
return of the robin, spring snowmelt 
is an event welcomed by many. 

Unfortunately, as the meltwater 
runs across the surface of the land, it 
picks up all of the oils, greases, road 
salt, dissolyed metals, and, trash in 
its path. The deposit area for all of 
this material is quite often our lakes 
and streams. 

Rain creates a similar problem to 
the snowmelt phenomenon, and col- 
lectively these processes are referred 
to as stormwater runoff, While both 
rainstorms and snowmelt are natural 
events, our development patterns on 
the Jandscape often lead to minoff 
problems that would otherwise not 
occur. 

Addressing these problems is 
essential to keeping pollutants out of 
the water, maintaining relatively sta- 
ble water levels, and ensuring that 
high quality Jakes and streams live 
up to the adjective that describes 
them. 

In much of the sandy soil areas of 
Northern Michigan, water readily 
drains into and moves through the 
ground, cventually feeding the 
region’s lakes and streams. This 
process helps to filter out pollu- 
tants, maintain cold water tempera- 
tures, and stabilize flow. 

For regions that have a clay soil or 
a lot of pavement, a much higher 
percentage of the water runs across 
the land surface. Such impermeable 
surfaces create “flashier” streams; 
that is, both drought and flood situa- 
tions are more common then in a 
stable, groundwater-fed system. 

Jn areas that have been developed 
and where runoff drains directly into 
a body of surface water, stormwater 
control measures aré needed. These 
measures will eliminate (preferably) 
the direct discharge of runoff to sur- 
face water and/or treat any discharge 
that does occur. Treatment options 
involve constructing wetlands, using

mechanical removal, or directing 
runoff (o infiltration basins. Often 
these measures are used together for 
better results. 

In intensely developed urban 
areas, implementing runoff control 
measures can be a challenge. The 
content of the runoff is generally 
more polluted than it would be in a 
less developed area, and there is 
often little room for effective treat- 
ment options like filtration through 


_ wetlands, 


In modern times, the philosophy 
used to address stormwater is to 
(reat the runoff on-site, attacking 
pollution at ifs source, Generally, a 
new development should be able to 
handle its own runoff and the water 
should not simply be funneled to 
other areas. If it is not handled on- 
site, it simply becomes a problem 
for someone clse or, More common- 
ly, is left to run ils course to the lake 
without any treatment at all. 
Developing a plan for stormwater is 
the key to keeping i from being a 
problem. Like anything else, pre- 
vention is the best medicine. 

Several counties in Northern 
Michigan have recently made the 
commitment to ensure that polluted 
runoff from new developments will 
not foul the waters that the commu- 
nity is so dependent on for recre- 
ation, tourism, and quality of life, 
These counties have adopted a 
Stormwater Management Ord- 
inance. 

Such an ordinance requires a plan 
that can demonstrate how surface 
runolf will be managed, taking into 
account such variables as the 
amount of impervious surface that a 
new development may include, the 
proximity of the development to a 
waterbody, the contour of the land, 
they type of soils in the area, and 
precipitation patterns. 

The efforts of counties to manage 
stormwater runoff have taken a Jot 
of foresight on their part and will 
result in long-term savings down the 
road. Without such planning, 
stormwater runoff becomes a forgot- 
ten issue.

Volunteers needed for Foster Care Review Board 


The State Court Administrative 
Office of the Michigan Supreme 
Court is seeking volunteers lo serve 
on the Crawford County Foster Care 
Review Board. 

The Michigan Legislature estab- 
lished the Foster Care Review 
Board Program in [984 in an effort 
to improve children’s foster care 
programs through the state utilizing 
citizen review boards, 

The five to seven member boards 
meet one day each month to review 


a representative sample of cases of 


children who have been removed 
from their homes and placed in tos- 
(cr care due to abuse or neglect. Al 
(hese reviews, board members inter- 
view parents, foster parents, case- 
workers, attorneys, and other inter- 
ested parlics who may be involved 
in planning for the ward. 

Advisory recommendations are 
formulated and mailed to the court, 
child welfare agency, prosecuting 
attorney, parents, and other interest- 
ed parties. The purpose of the 


RiK-Viewing 


review is to insure that all agencies, 
including the court, have established 
a plan for the ward and progress ts 
being made toward achieving per- 
manency. 

The Foster Care Review Boards 
are comprised of citizens who 
reflect a broad cross section on their 
communities. Minorities and men 
are especially encouraged to apply. 
The program is seeking volunteers 
who have demonstrated leadership 
in other sctlings. Employees of the 
Family Independence Agency, fami- 


ly court, or private child placement 
agencies are prohibited by law to 
serve on Foster Care Review 
Boards. 

Applicants who live in arural or 
northern part of the state may be 
selected for a multi-county board. 
Members of multi-county boards 
would be required to (ravel to sever- 
wl different locations for board 
reviews, once a month, 

Fach volunteer who is selected 
must attend a two-day orientation in 
Lansing on March 21-22. This 


training is a requirement to serve on 
a board. Also, board members 
attend yearly training which is held 
in different locations throughout the 
state, and expenses for training are 
reimbursed. 

Citizens interested in becoming a 
board meimber for the Foster Care 
Review Board should call (517) 
373-1956 for an application. The 
deadline for receiving applications 
is January 31 and interviews with 
prospective candidates will take 
place in February and March.

Education is an evening program for stu- 
dents who are 16 -19 years old, and who 
have fallen short of success in the tradi- 
tional school setting. Two options are 
offered in this program: credit to be 
earned toward a regular high school 
diploma, and preparation for the GED 
exams.
